IN MEMORIAM: FREDERICK HASTINGS RINDGE 
Alan J. Hanks 


A report appeared in the Summer issue of the News of the Lepidopterists Society that well-known lepidopterist 
Dr. Frederick H. Rindge had passed away in April at the age of 92. Fred had been the curator of Lepidoptera 
at the American Museum of Natural History in New York and was an Honorary Life Member of the Society. 
In 1986, he was awarded the Karl Jordan Medal for outstanding original research in lepidopterology. 


In his retirement, he became an avid topical philatelist, collecting and identifying Lepidoptera stamps from all 
over the world. He joined the Philatelic Lepidopterists of America early in 1999, and almost immediately 
started a correspondence with me on “New Lep Stamps Received," in which we exchanged views and 
comments on the taxonomy of newly issued butterfly and moth stamps. Needless to say, we had a few 
disagreements, but since Fred was a professional Lepidopterist, I usually bowed to his views of the taxonomy. 
This correspondence continued through to the end of 2010, when the publication of The Philatelic Aurelian 
came to an end. Nothing “bugged” (sorry) Fred and I more than incorrect identifications on issued stamps and 
in addition to the back and forth correspondence, Fred also wrote articles for inclusion in the journal on a 
number of butterfly families where identification was difficult. His presence in the fields of entomology and 
philately will be missed. 
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NEW ZEALAND POST STAMPS 
Tokelau Butterflies Grace Stamps 


The remote atolls of Tokelau have a small but colorful 
butterfly fauna of three species. These impressive butterfly 
species are widespread within Tokelau and across the South 
Pacific and are the subject of Tokelau's latest stamp issue. 


All three species are attractive and relatively large, adding a P ARC bf 
4 or rai fosak i' Hopoltanas balsapaliciceus (c) 


colorful touch to Tokelau's wildlife. They are familiar in both 
the villages and the surrounding, less populated areas of the 
coast. The four gummed stamps in the issue feature the Blue 
Moon (female and male) the Common Crow, and the 
Meadow Argus. 


The Blue Moon (Hypolimnas bolina pallescens) is the most 
common and widespread butterfly in the tropical South 
Pacific. The female of the species is shown on the 45c stamp. 


The $1.00 stamp features the male Blue Moon. Interestingly, this species is territorial, with the male taking up a 
vantage point on a tree and driving off any intruder as it awaits a passing female. 


The $1.40 stamp features the Common Crow (Euploea lewinii bourkei), which is found across the Pacific, with 
eight subspecies recognized on different sets of islands. This subspecies is confined to Tokelau and American 
Samoa. 


The Meadow Argus (Junonia villida) is featured on the $3.00 stamp. It is a widespread and penta. 
pretty butterfly of the tropical Pacific that was first discovered in Tonga. a 4 


The Tokelau Butterflies stamp issue includes four gummed stamps, a miniature sheet and two 
first day covers. It is available from 7 August 2013 from the Whanganui Collectables and 
Solutions Centre and online at www.nzpost.co.nz/stamps.
